Clear and Concise Explana* 
tion of Fundamental 
Theory. 

MR. D. R. P. COATES. 



The Time May Come When 
Amateur Transmitters 
are Forbidden. 



A very interesting lecture was deliv- 
ered Ibeforc the Radio Association last 
evening at 5 o'clock by Mr. D. R, P. 
Coates of the Marconi Wireless Co., on 
the subject of "Some Amateur Prob- 
lems." 

Mr. Coates has had considerable ex- 
perience of wireless work, both as a tea- 
cher and in Commerce. He is the 
editor of the Canadian Wireless Maga- 
sine, and secretary of the Montreal Ra- 
dio Association. He has been a leader in 
advancing the interests of Canadian 
amateurs, and it is his voice that is 
heard over the wireless phone during 
the weekly radio concerts given by the 
Marconi Co. 

The lecturer explained tlie fundamen- 
tal principles underlying the theory of 
wireless communication, and by apt anal- 
ogy illustrated the manner in which 
w.i^cs are propagated in a simple and 
Iticid way that was clear even to the un- 
initiated. His .Kldress was designed to be 
the answer which an experienced ama- 
teur should give to an interested but 
isnorant inquirer seeking imfomiation 
IS to how a wireless apparatus should 
!ie bought, installed, an<l used. 

It is the duty of McGill radio men 
said Mr. Coates, to give a helping hand 
t.i the embryo amateur, to explain the 
dementary principles of wireless tele- 
graphy. The first idea wtiich must be 
impressed upon the beginner is the con- 
ception of wave inotioti, and of tlie rned- 
iurn through which waves travel. This 
medium is the all-per\'ading ether. In 
order to make clear the way in which 
communications can be made by means 
of waves, it may in some cases be ne- 
<-,cssary to tfiake use of a simple anal- 
ogy. If a stick is agitated in a pond 
of water ripples are set up which are 
radiated in all directions and which af- 
fect a floating body at some distance 
away. In the same way, the current in 
the wire .;cts tip agitation.': in the ether 
vliich are rar.v.ht upon a distanil re- 
ceiving apparatus. 

Other, and more technical explana- 
lions that must be given to the uinitiat- 
2<[ arc those concerned with the u.se of 
•ondenser discharges, and alternating 
currents in varying wave length, while

The Editor, 

McGill Daily: ■ 

Dear Sir. — 1 regret that my letter 
ot a few day.s ago wa.s evidently not: 
very clear in all respects. 1 must 
thank Mr. Steacie for showing me 
his. and also for pointing out my 
Toor grammar.

If Mr. Steacie would not mind read- 
ng my letter again, he would see 
that I was not condemning the t,hpo- 
ogicai! students, in fact, I said the 
nnlt was somewhere else.

presented the .Vniericaii Red Cross at 
Petrograd througliout several revolu- 
tions, whilst on my right J. R; Shillady 
who had 'been one. of the right hand 
men to Purroy Mitcliell, the most re- 
markable reform Mayor New York City 
as ever had. 
Robert A. Woods, of South End 
House, one of the Deans of Social Work 
the U.S.A., and as well known in 
Boston as one of its Liquor. License 
Commissioners, occupietl one corner, 
N'cva Deardoff of the Carola Woeris- 
lioiffcr Foundation at Bryii Mawr was 
in another corner contrasting sharply 
with the slender form of Antoinette 
Cannon, sister to Ida of Hospital Social 
Work fame. 

W. F. Persons and C. C. Carstcns 
were there, who as American Red Gross 
-rprcscivtalivcs had been responsible for 
aving the lives of thousands of Hali- 
gonians at the tmie of the Halifax di- 
saster by pouring:, into that City doc- 
tors, nurses and supplies by the shipload 
and train load. 

It was in fact a remarkable gather- 
ng and if any group of social workers 
could influence 'by their decisions tlic se- 
selcctioii of social work personnel, they 
should be able to do so. . 

Time rather than intention limited the 
discussion to ways and means of getting 
she best graduate students cli both sexes 
into social work. 

Howard S. Braucher, Director of 
Community Service, inc., formerly Se- 
cretary of she Playground .\ssociation 
of .America, told a story which put this 
!)roblcni in a nnt.=hell. 

'.\ National Secretary had been to 
Princeton recruiting ' ' men for social 
wcrk; Professor Fetter came to him 
after his .iddrcss to the students and 
s.iid "My dear fellow, do you expect to 
get any results; why Schwab was there 
a week ago, talking of opportunities in 
th" .ïtcel trust and where you talked of 
hundreds for salary, he talked of thous 
iTids" 'The National Sccrctar.- there 
after changed his tactics; lie eliminated 
or .ilniost eliminated the salary question 
and rnipHa.^ized three facts, that made 
social work appc.ij roil. diP'icuIt and 
definite and above all, .■•Uti-.vcil that it 
challenged the abilities of the ablest men 
and women; believing that tl^c "ser- 
vice" appeal had been ovi:rdone, he 
"went easy" on the emotional aspects of 
social work. 

He believed that the difficulties of 
social work as evidenced iby- the slow 
Drogrcss made in 'preventive measures 
could be made a challenge to the college 
'rraduatc which alone could compete will 
the material advantages of other pro. 
fcsssions. 

The most successful recruiter at one 
College last year had been a man who 

had presented the field of medical mis 
sioiiao' work in China, his success he 
attributed solely to the fact that the 
speaker had emphasized the superhuman 
difficulties of the work. 

Robert A. Woods urged as an indircc 
method of tuning University students 
minds towards social work an attempt 
to prevent what he called the "de-na- 
turing" of students in Cdllegc. He felt 
that student life was an abnormal life 
(it certainly was at Oxford in 19()0) and 
that it took years for a dc-natured stu- 
tlciit to become properly socialised again ; 
therefore he' urged • that through lec- 
tures and other activities every effort 
should be made to keep the students in 
touch with tJic normal life of the jcom- 
munity.' 

■This elicited' from a woman dele- 
gate the comment that our cf-iorts should 
not be aimited to catching the odd stu- 
dent here and there for professional so- 
cial work, but should be directed to 
socialising the views of. the whole stu- 
dent body. ... 

1 riskçd venturing the criticism which 
I have heard so often made of the 
United States Training Schools for 'So- 
cial Work by people in England, Canada 
and the U.S..'\. namely that they take 
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Part IV.

To commemorate the three hun 
drcd and fourteenth anniversary o 
the birth of John Harvard, a spccia 
service Avas held in the .\ppleton 
Chapel of Harvard University re 
ccntily. A John Harvard exhibition 
is on view in the Widener Library. 

Although John Harrard was not 
actually the founder of the University 
his interest in the college which lig.d 
been established at N<r\vtownc and his 
bequest to it made pos.sible the cx 
istcncc of the University as it is to 
day, John Harvard was an English 
scholar, who earned -his bachelor's 
and niastcr'rs degree at Emmanuel 
College, Cambridge University, Eng 
land. He came to Massachusetts in 
1637, and almost immediately donat 
cd his library and half of his estate 
to the college which had been estab- 
lished by order of the General Court.

ON WRITING 



Siyys Story Writer is Born, 
Not Made.

Writing is Mr. Osborne's avocation,

York.) 

Jn Uoston some few years btl/ore the 
war ,a young German lady asi.ed nic 
what fornmla 1 followed in the con- 
struction of short stories. I told her I 
'followed no formula whatever; that my 
method was to^ sit down at a lynewriting 
niachinc and write a story. She eyed me 
with genuine commisération in her 
glance, ."^he told nii; tiicn and there, uii- 
misitakably, that unless 1 followed cer- 
tain rules no editor would buy my sto- 
ries, no one would road them. 

L'p to tliat jiuicture 1 had had 
several hundred short slorics publish- 
eti, but so insistent was she upon the 
sidjjcct that I felt, somehow, as though 
uL had been gaining money and rcputa- 
iïîon tnider falî-c pretences. I investig- 
ated. 1 loiiiul tliai there were rules 
for the coMstruc-iion of short stories; 1 
found that those rules had been" em- 
bodied in icKt 'books ;that they were be- 
ing taught in universities. I discovered 
somothing else. •• . 

I found that these rules were arrived 
at hy an analj-sis of the short stories of 
men liki; liny dc .Xfaupassant and H<1- 
gar Allen I'oe, and other well known 
n^a.<ftcrs of the short story art. 1 also 
found, to niy eternal satisfaction, that 
Guy dc Maupassant and Edgar AJlcn 
Poe followed no rules whatever; that 
ihoir genius was as free as the wind, .^o 
that the rules tlial were taught were 
made up from the work of men who 
observed no rules at all. Thcsci men 
merely had an inborn talent for putting 
. fiction into aittractive shape, without 
knowing how they did it. 

Professor Walter B. Piiikin .of Col- 
umbia University, who for twelve years 
iMs-been teaching the art of writing, is 
tile most outspoken man in his profes- 
sion. He is a seeker after truth. He 
states boldly that for fully five years he 
was mistaken about his own methods. 
First, he set the novices lo work read- 
ing the great niastcrpiecct pi literature. 
But he found that the novices sat unr 
der hiui for one chidf purpose: they 
wanted lo write stuff that thev could 
sell. 

Hence he taught them to study the 
present conwnodity that editors arc pay- 
ing honest dollars for. This is a very 
practical scheme in theory; but it didn't 
work. Finally he discovered that the 
only true method, was to bring ojit and 
develop the true personality of the stu- 
dent; to assist him to put himself and 
iiobody else, into his -work. Tn my view 
of the matter Professor Pitkin travels 
in a circle back to Guy dc Jfaupassant. 

The personality which the situdcnt 
lias got to put. into his wrk is his in- 
fcom genius as a frtory writer. If he 
hasn't got thai, then the essential part 
of his pcnionality is lacking, and it can- 
not be supplied hy Professor Pitkin or 
by an>-1)ody else. Professor Pitkin can 
teach trick's and manners, and it may be 
lie can teach them a little tetter than 
any story, these itricks and manners 
be acquired. 

Melville Davîsson Posit who, 'fbr sheer 
construction, stands at the head of short 
story writers of >tiië|^dày, recommends, 
as the most important elements in a sto 
rj', gi\'<n geniitis, given plot and the 
inevitable characterization that make 
any story ,these tricks and manners: 
suspense, surprise, mystery. He says that 
if a <man in a store window were to un 
roW a canvas witih the picture of an ani 
mal upon it, in such manner that llic 
exact nature of the beast cotild not be 
a.stcrtaiiicd until the canva.s had been 
completely unrolled, hundreds of pas- 
tersfcy woulil stop and watch and wait, 
to see whether the animal was a horse or 
cow or mule. 

But if he merely exhibited the pic 
ttjre of a horse or cow or mule in the 
window, the hurrying crowd would 
«carccly glance at it. But what, be- 
side tricks and manners, can Profes 
sor Pitkin teach? List to his purely ocm- 
mcrcial advice : 

•Take any trite subject," he says, 
placing himself in the position of a 
magazine editor of the day. "Take, if 
you wili, even some tawdry idea or 
situation which has .proved interesting 
to millions of uncultured people. Give 
us a new reaction to it — oui" own com- 
plete and vigorous reaction— and we 
shall consider your manuscript 'favor- 
ably. If we reject it, blame neither your 
self nor the editors. Blame the business 
office. Your style docs not appeal to the 
«eader* fliat office is trying to reach.

Under English Rules

meet in the Columbia pool, Dec. 19. A 
team composed of Now York A. C. play- 
ers will represent the American side 
of the argument, while the Canadians 
arc planning to bring their regular water 
poloists with their swimming team. 

The English method of playing the 
game, which is not so rough as the 
American Method, is that used in the 
Olympic games oompctitjon, and it it 
with the end of developing an American 
team for future Olympic contc.'its that 
the present project is being fostered. 
The English .system is° not unlike, bas- 
ketball in principle, requiring tlw shoot- 
ing of baskets instead off touch or 
thrown goals, as in the American game. 
Greater ïpced and teamwork are re- 
tiuired, and most of the tactics of the 
game, ns played on this side of tlic 
water, would be regarded as fouls .un- 
der the Engli.<îh ruling. The line-up of 
the team tliat will represent the Amer- 
icans in the match, which will be played 
between the events tii the coll^iate 
swimming meet, has not yet been de- 
cided.

The 
winners of Ihe individual heats, both 
first and second, competed in • the 
final event. Those finishing in the 
finail were McCullough (Com.), 
time 30.0; R; Shackcll (Com.), 2nd, 
time 32.3; H. M. Williams (Sci:), 
.3rd. 

The next event wa.^ i:lir 50 yard 
speed. This proved to be very excit- 
ing. The entry proving large, this 
race was also held hi three heats. The 
final Avinners were Ross (M.c.d.), 1st, 
time, 28. Winslow (Com.), 2nd, time, 
32.4. Carter '(Com.), .'îrd. 

The SO yards back stroke svas con- 
tested iby Winslow (Com.), and Mun- 
ro (Sci.). Tliis proved' to "be tvcniy 
matched, Munro having the edge. The 
time for this event was Munro, 38.1. 
Winsilow, 38.4. 

"The SO yards breast stroke also 
proved to he interesting,' the' race be- 
ing closely contested throughout. 
Robertson, of Science, although 'fin- 
'shing second, was di.sc|u.llificd on ac- 
count of starting before the- word 
was given. Rafolovitçh (Dent.), fin- 
ished fir-'ît, his time being 40. Findlay 
(Sci.), finishicd second. . 

In the 100 yards the men showed 
very fiite, form, this race proving to 
be very exciting, J. B. Ross (Med.), 
showed his superiority over the oth- 
ers, finishing first in 65.1. Holdcn 
fSa.), came in second, his lime being 
88. 

In the long plunge the- spectators 
were indeed, well rewarded by . the 
very fine showing made by the men. 
Of the various entries made Forsytlie 
(Arts), made a splendid showing. In 
his first p:Iunge lie covered a distance 
of 47 ft. 9 ill., this outdistancing any 
other contender. His second plunge 
proved td' bc even -better, as 'hc at- 
tained the enviable distance' of .î2 ft. 
8 in. \Vorl;ni,r,i (Med.'). Vainc in sec; 
ond, his distance being 45 ft. 6 in.

Only two entrants attempted the 
200 yards spwid race, as this proved 
to be quite an endurance 'contest.
